ry it is stated that on August 10, 1749,

They now publish, in condensed 
form, the results of their action derived 
from letters dating from May 22, to 
June 7. Their report may be accepted 
as the safest guide to a proper under- 
standing of the aspects of the crop. 
Thirty-six counties were heard from in 
Mississippi, and the letters received 
show an increase in the general average 
of cotton in the stale of eight per cent. 
Fertilizers have been used to only a 
extent, and labor is efficient, 
have been heavy rains and a cold 
rhich will retard the crop about 
fifteen days. The crop is generally rep- 
resented as good. In Louisiana, thirty-

Cleaning Tinware. — Acids should 
never be employed to clean tinware, be- 
cause they attack the metal and remove 
it from the iron, of which it forms a 
thin coat. .Rub the article* first with 
rotten-stone and sweet-oil, then finish 
with whitening and a piece of soft 
leather. Nothing else will give so good 
a polish.

The Holy Land of To-day. 

[From the New York World.] 
A meeting in behalf of the Palestine 
in the Central Methodist church, Sev- 
enth avenue, near Fourteenth Btreet. 
Exploration Society was held last week 
Rev. Professor Hitchcock was the first 
speaker.

The Oranges of the Patrons of Hus- 
bandry. 

The idea of the order of the "pa- 
trons of husbandry" was originally 
borrowed from an association which for 
many years had maintained a feeble 
existence in a community of Scotch 
fanners in North Carolina. The ob- 
ject of this Scotch socie/y, so far as can 
be ascertained, appear to have been the 
purchase of all needed supplies from 
first hands and at wholesale rates, and 
the cultivation of more intimate social 
relations among its members ; that is, 
it was a secret co-operative, industrial, 
and social association among those al- 
ready allied by mutual work and inter- 
est and sympathy. It was meagre in 
number, and narrow in influence, to a 
degree that the fact of its existence 
was known beyond the limits of the 
little community affected by its insti- 
tutions. Nor was it until the spring of 
1873 that the idea of these Scotch far- 
mers first began to be mooted abroad, 
and beeoine known to the people of the 
west. During the previous winter, Mr. 
O. H. Kelley of Itasca, Minn., and a 
dozen other leadiug agriculturists of 
the west, happening together in Wash- 
ington, held frequent interviews iu re- 
lation to the interests of the farming 
population of the great west. It was at 
this time and place that the farmers' 
movement first suggested itself to their 
minds, upon learning of the ohaxafltex 
and operation of the little Scotch so- 
ciety iu North Carolina, whence sprang 
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To Cani>y Lemon Peel. — Clear the 
lemon peelings from the pulp, let them

Composition Cake. — One and three- 
quarter pounds of flour, one and one- 
quarter of sugar, tlirce quarters of a 
pound of butter, four eggs, one pint of 
good milk or half a pint of cream, one 
pound of fruit, half a nutmeg, one-half 
teaspoonful of cinnamon. Sift thor- 
oughly with the flour one teaspoonful 
of soda and double that quantity of 
cream tartar ; rub the butter and sugar 
together, break in the eggs and work 
them in well ; then add the flour a lit- 
tle at a time, till it is well stirred in ; 
then the spices, then the fruit, having 
previously floured and drift! it. Stir 
fifteen minutes, pour in pans and bake 
immediately.

Since the attention of farmers has been 
given to developing? the hog, animals 
eleven months old that weigh 300 or 325 
pounds are often seen. It used to be 
considered a good hog that reached 300 
pounds in his eighteenth mouth.

Shallow vs. Deep Plowing.

Harrowing answers a 
better purpose than plowing, and if 
plowing is necessary, it is a mechanical 
having for its end the des- 
of weeds rather than the 
growth and development of the plaxtc 
I suspect the mechanical genius and 
force of the country is far in advance of 
the agricultural, and that our machine 



acquainted with the subject must have 
seen that the best crops of wheat arc 
produced by being rireceded by crops 
of clover growing •Tor seed. I have 
come to the conclusion that the very 
best preparation, the best manure, is a 
good crop of clover. A vast amount of 
mineral manure is brought within reach 
of the corn crop, which _ otherwise 
would remain in a locked-up_ condition 
in the soil. The clover plants take ni- I 
tro en from the atmosphere, and manu- 
facture it in their own substance, which, i 
on decomposition of the clover roots 
and leaves, produces abundance of am- 
monia. In reality, the growing of clo- 
ver is equivalent, to great extents, to 
manuring with Peruvian guano, and in 
this paper of mine I show that you ob- 
tain a larger quantity of manure than 
in the largest dose of Peruvian guano 
which a farmer would ever think of ap- 
applying. It is only by carefully in- 
vestigating subjects like the one under 
consideration that positive proofs are 
given, showing the correctness of intel- 
ligent observers in the field. 

Oatmeal, Bone and Muscle. — Liebig 
has shown that oatmeal is almost as nu- 
tritions as the very best English beef, 
and that it is richer than wheaten bread 
in the elements that go to form bone 
and muscle. Professor Forbes of Edin- 
bnrg, during some twenty years, meas- 
ured the breadtWsa.nd heigth, and also 
tested the str^H^Lof both the arms 
and loins of theN^^^ts in the univer- 
sity, a very numerous class, and of va- 
rious nationalities, drawn to Edinburg 
by the fame of his teaching.

and Scotch-IrisjflBle^m Ulster, who, 
like the nativerfla»PScotland, are fed in 
early years with at least one meal a day 
of good milk and good oatmeal por- 
ridge. Speaking of oatmeal, an ex- 
change remarks that a very good drink 
is made by putting about two spoon- 
fuls of the meal into a tumbler of wa- 
ter. The western hunters and trappers 
consider it the best of drinks, [as it is'at 
once nourishing, stimulating and satis- 
fying. It is popular in the Brooklyn 
navy-yard, two and a half pounds of 
oatmeal being put into a pail of moder- 
ately cool water. It is much better 
than any of the ordinary mixtures of 
vinegar and molasses with water, which 
fanners use in the haying or harvest 
field. 

The prince of Satsuma, who is a ter- 
rible hater of foreigners, recently visited 
Yeddo, where he had not been for many 
years, creating a great sensation, which 
gave rise to reports that he intended to 
inaugurate a revolution.

One day in his garden, he observed an 
apple falling from its tree, whereupon 
a conviction flashed through his mind 
that the earth was round. By breaking 
the bottom of an egg and making it 
stand on end at the dinner table, lie de- 
monstrated that he could sail due -.vi -t 
and in course of time arrive at another 
Leinisphere. He started a line of emi- 
grant packets from Palos, Spain, and 
landed at Philadelphia, where he walked 
up Market street, with a loaf of bread 
under each arm. Tho simple-hearted 
natives took him to see their new park. 

On his second v.>yage, Columbus was 
barbarously murdered at tho Sandwich 
islands, or rather he would have been 
but for the intervention of Pocahontas, 
a lovely maiden romantically fond of 
distressed travelers. After this little 
incident he went west, where his intre- 
pidity and financial talent displayed it- 
self in the success with which hencquircd 
land and tobacco without paying for 
them. As the savages had no rail- 
road of which they could make him 
president, they ostracised him, sent 
him to the island of St. Helena. But 
the spirit of discoverery refused to be 
quenched, and the next year we find 
him landing at Plymouth Rock in a 
blinding snow storm. It was here 
that he shot an apple from his son's 
head. 

To this universal genius are we in- 
debted also for the exploration of the 
the Nile aud an uninteligible but cor- 
respondingly valuable report of a visit 
to the valley of the Yellowstone. He 
took no side in one late unhappy war : 
but during the revolution he penetra- 
ted, with a handful of the Garde Mo- 

nesota, where he won that splendid se- 
ries of victories, which, beginning with 
Guilford Court house, terminated iu the 
glorious storming of Chapultepec. 
Ferdinand and Isabella rewarded him 
with chains. Genoa, his native city, 
gave him a statue, and Boston has 
named in his honor one of her proudest 
avenues. 

One day he rushed naked from the 
bath, exclaiming, " Eureka !" and the 
presumption is that he was right. He 
afterwards explained himself by saying 
that he cared not who made the laws of 
the laws of a people, so long as he 
furnished their ballots. Columbus was 
cruelly put to death by order of Richard 
IU of England, and as he walked to 
the scaffold he exclaimed to the throng 
that stood around him, " The world 
moves." Drums struck up to drown 
his words. Smiling at this little by- 
play, he adjnsted his crimson mantle 
about him, and laid his head upon the 
block. He then drank off the enp of 
hemlock with philosophic composure. 
The great man's life, which, by the way, 
was not insured, teaches the beautiful 
moral lesson that an excess of virtue 
is apt to be followed by a redundancy 
of happiness, and that he who would 
secure the felicity of to-day must dis- 
dain alike the evanescent shadows of 
yesterday and the intangible adumbra- 
tions of to-morrow.

OHEESE— Choice 
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Salt for Crr- Worms.-— A great deal 
of attention is attracted to the applica- 
tion of salt to corn hills to prevent the 
attacks of cut-worms. The late Isaac 
Newton, commissioner of agriculture, 
said : 

Take one part of common salt and 
three parts of plaster or gypsum, and 
apply when the plant first makes its ap- 
jiearance, about a tablespoonful around 
every corn hill. It will be found a 
sure protection. The mixture should 
not come in contact with the plants, as 
it may destroy them. This method has 
been tried over and over again by some 
of our best farmers in Pennsylvania, 
and when properly applied has never 
failed. Newton further said that he 
tried this in alternate rows, which com- 
pletely proved its efficacy, as while 
those where it was not used suffered 
greatly from the grub, not a plant of 
the other rows was touched. Let it be 
tried, as can be so easily done by those 
who are troubled with cut-w orms in the 
corn field about these davs.
